Although the Ku Klux Klan 
and other ‘Fascist movements,”

major threat unless a depression 
hits, James A. Dombrowski told 
Town Hall at the Biltmore today. 

Dombrowski is executive secre- 
tary of the Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare, an organiza- 
tion for the promotion of eco- 
nomic and liberal ideas through- 
out the South. 

“Liberalism is on the in- 
crease in the South,” Dombrow- 
ski said, “In every election in 
the last four years in which 
white supremacy has been a 
major issue, a liberal candi- 
date has won.” 

The race problem was labeled 
by Dombrowski as merely an 
“economic problem.” He said that

Big Bear Lake's elementary schoo! 
district board, state and county 
board of education officials, and 
chamber of commerce directors met 
in a three-hour session Tuesday 
noon at Peter Pan Clubhouse and 
thrashed out the best methods of 
meeting the current crisis of the over- 
crowded lower grade school.

1) Set up a junior high school here 
that would enable 7th and 8th grade 
pupils to advance from the 6th grade 
into instruction on a higher plane 


“.as provided under a regular high 


school program. This would relieve 
the packed condition of the element 
ary school and ease the financial 
burden on the elementary school 
district in favor of the more-richly 
endowed high school district. 

2) Float a $150,000 bond issue to 
provide funds for the erection of 
adequate structures for proper in- 
structional space in the elementary 
school. This fund would be added to 
the existing fund of $33,000 in the 
elementary school district treasury. 
The bond issue, if passed, would 
add approximately 50 cents per 
hundred to each tax bill, it was 
estimated.

and Ed Oerly. Wilson Grace, prin- 
cipal, was also present. Harold 
Pedersen presided for the chamber 
of commerce in the enforced ab- 
sence of Walter Richter, president. 

LT. COL. THRALL’S PROPOSAL 

Lt. Col. Thrall took the floor as 
the first speaker on the school 
question and reviewed the entire 
educational picture for the past five 
years. He said that the average 
daily attendance in the elementary 
school here in 1943 was 89 students 
while during the year 1945-46 the 
daily average is 267. 


Since his return from duty over- 
seas, the colonel stated, he finds 
conditions here the most momentu- 
ous that have been brought to his 
attention and that the problem of 
solution was one that required much 
study and full cooperation from all 
sides. 

In the final analysis, Lt. Col. 
Thrall suggested a merger of the 
7th and 8th grades with the high 
school district so as to set up a 
junior high school here. 

He stressed the fact that Victorville 
and Twentynine Palms are both 
planning junior high schools within 
the next 18 months and that Big Bear 
Valley will be supporting this move 
without getting any of the benefits 
unless a junior high school program 
is initiated. 

The be-moustached army officer, 
be-decked with many campaign 
medals, explained that students 
would benefit from additional facili- 
‘ies and additional teachers under 
ct junior high school program. Also, 
he continued, the type of instruction 
received would be on a higher level 
and in his opinion the students 
‘would benefit immeasurably. 

He further stated that state aid for 
building purposes and necessary 
expansion is based on assessed 
valuation in the district proper. !n 
the elementary school district the 
assessed valuation is set at $3,245,- 
000 while the valuation in the high 
school district is $12,184,000. This 
major difference exists because the 
local high school is part of the 
Victor Valley Union high school 
district, Colonel Thrall said. 

GIBSON URGES BOND ISSUE 

Gibson followed Colonel Thrall on 
the speaker's rostrum and said that 
the first step to be undertaken locally 
was the decision on the 7th and 8th 
grade-junior high school question. 
He explained that it was good sound 
logic, both economically and edi- 
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cationally, to promote such a merger 
and that the more modern thoughts 
are in this direction. 

Getting more specific as he went 
along, the state board of education 
official asked the rhetorical question: 
“Can't the valley support a $150,000 
bond issue at the present rate of 
approximately 1% to 1% percent 
interest?” 

Stating that the state board of 
education is more interested in 
permanent housing than temporary 
structures, Gibson explained that 
buildings constructed now would 
cost less than one year hence. He 
cited a case in point whereby sev- 
eral years ago an additional wing 
on a Palm Springs school cost 
$35,000 to build and today an identi- 
cal wing is being built at a cost of 
$150,000. Furthermore, Gibson stated 
that the bid submitted by a local 


contractor for additional elementary 
school buildings here last year in 
the amount of $55,000 was reason- 
able and not excessive. He regretted 
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that the school board here did not 
see fit to build at that time. 

In closing his remarks he well- 
informed state official said that the 
state recognizes the urgent need of 
more and better housing for the 
lower grade students in this locality, 
but that the community in concert 
with Lt. Col. Thrall and his staff will 
have to attempt to work out the 
problem before the next semester 
opens in September. 

The decision to be made rests 
jointly with the local school board 
and members of county board of 
education.

To Be Developed 


At long last, plans and _ prepara- 
tions for the: improvement of the 
grass strip airport in Bear City have 
come into focus and before May 15 
work will have been started on the 
site to make it a firstclass airport 
suitable for the handling of light 
commercial planes. 


This information was received by 
The Grizzly from Bill Frable, cham- 
ser of commerce director in charge 
of the airports and roads committee, 
who was in telephone contact with 
Fttienne Noir, Hungarian-born, 
French-educated American who has 
just secured a 10 year lease on the 
premises. Noir, at present, operates 
the highly successful Skyranch Air- 
port at Puente, 22 miles east of Los 
Angeles. 


According to information received 
from Frable, Noir plans to build 
hangars and lay a hard surface strip 
on the present inadequate grass site. 
One year hence, Noir explained:this 
week to Frable, an airport will be in 
full operation that will do justice to 
ihe advanced growth of this area 
and everyone in the valley will be 
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justly proud of: the project: 

Long the subject of much discus- 
sion and prolonged negotiations .by 
numerous aviation enthusiasts, the 
new airport: witt be known tenta- 
tively -as::the: Big Bear City airport. 
Desiting a: 20-year -lease’’ on the 
property, Noir and” his~ associates 
from Puente’ settled for half that 
amount:and signed the necessary 
papers with Big Bear Land and 
Water’ company after the Shay 
Estates had given full approval. 

Noir plans to open the airport to 
the flying public and planes capa- 
ble landing on the strip will be 
welcome. Complete servicing facili- 
ties including high octane aviation 
gasoline and repair crews will be 
available. At present, Noir is not set 
on what type of commercial service 
will be offered, but it was learned 
that a service connetting Palm 
Springs, San Diego qnd‘Los Angeles 
is contemplated. The city of San 
Bernardino may also be included in 
the flight plans, according to reports. 


PIONEERED SKYRANCH, INC. 

The lean, foreign-born flyer pio- 
neered the Skyranch idea last 
summer when he opened the Puente 
airport on July 1. His concept of 
service to the lightplane pilot em- 


braced such innovations as plans 
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- for a dormitory for flightschool stu- . 


dents, a physical education program 
for young pilots, a swimming pool, 


‘first rate: dining room, drive-yourself 


cars and perhaps. even an. entire 
suburban res‘dential  district—all 
centered around the .modest light 
plane and making normal mainten- 
ance less expensive for the private 
pilot. 

At the Puente location, Noir and 
his flying associates plan, providing 
building restrictions do not interfere, 
to have in operation by late this 
coming summer an operational 
hangar, an administration building 
with everything from an information 
booth to a postal sub-station; a resi- 
dent school for 75 summer-school 
fight students;.a. clubhouse atop a 
150-foot hill; and a 24-unit auto court 
for overnight guests. 

If such a program is ever launched 
here, Big: Bear Valley will become 
a “must” on the itinerary of the 
many lightplane enthusiasts who 
are flooding the sky today as an 
aftermath of the flying fever born 


during the war years.

(Continued. from Page One) 
leader of the secret group conducted 
an open forum in which he at 
tempted to answer the many ques- 
tions—most of which were rather 
embarrassing—that legion members 
and guests put before him. 


On the local policy of the K. K. KF. 
Dr. Swift said, ‘The klan is here in 
Bear Valley to stay. We intend to 
form restrictive covenants here and. 
elsewhere in order to hold the line 
of pure Americanism. Bear Valley 
has been fortunate in the past in not 
having ony Communistic groups 
present and we intend to see to it 
that it remains that way. There is 
no anti-Catholic feeling in the klan 
and there won't be any.’ 


NO CROSSES BURNED BY KLAN 

Queried as to why his group 
burned fiery crosses on prominent 
street corners at regular intervals, 
Dr. Swift had this to say: 

“T know nothing about the burning 
of crosses in this locality. As far as 
I know, no members of the local 
klan have ever burned any crosses 
here. I believe it is the work of 
pranksters who are attempting to 
smear the klan.” 

However, Dr. Swift did remark that 
crosses have been burned by klan 
members in the past and that the 
location selected usually had some 
significance in relation to an act 
committed that the klan did not 
approve. 

Asked to name the local members 
‘in the K. K. K., the swarthy, well- 
built minister adroitly explained: 

"The Knights of Columbus, the 
B'nai Brith, the Masonic Lodge, and 
other organizations have certain 
secrets that they do not divulge. So 
also with the klan. If you want to 
learn the list of members in the 
group, I suggest you write to the 
proper authorities in Sacramento. 
Our organization is incorporated 
and the names of all members are 
on file with the state.” 


ENTERS AUD. UNESCORTED 
Dr. Swift, attired in 4 light blue 
sport coat and wearing a blue shirt 
with tie to match, made his entrance 
into the auditorium through the rear 
door, unescorted, promptly at 9 p.m. 
Flanked by the American flag on 
one side and the American Legion 
flag on the other with service flag 
bearing 50 blue and three gold stars 
at his back, Dr. Swift opened his talk 
by mentioning certain obvious 
trends in the American way of life. 
He stated that the K. K. K. of the 
present day—a symbol of Christian- 
ity on the march—is no longer like 


< klan of old when bigotry and 
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judice caused a cleavage line 
between Catholics and Protestants. 
Today, the militant minister ex- 
plained, the goal was ‘pure Amert- 
ican nationalism’ and nothing else. 
HAS MANY CATHOLIC FRIENDS 
Stating that he had given lectures 
before veteran groups, democratic 
and republican clubs, and many 
other groups, Dr. Swift also said that 
he was an admirer of Father Charles 
E. Coughlin, Monsignor Fulton 
Sheen, president of the Catholic 
University in ashington, and 
many other Catholic leaders 
throughout the country. He further 
stated that the Catholic clergy in 
union with Protestant ministers all 
over the country are united in the 
fight against Communism and he 
called Russian-dominated policies 4 
menace to the entire Christian world. 
Refering to his notes at intervals 
and using gestures very effectively, 
Dr. Swift said that Communism as 
taught and practiced by the Rus-
